Minn., Sept. 17.—[Special.]— 


The cause of his death was heart trouble, re- 
sulting from an enlargement of the stom- 
ach, due to insufficient exercise. He was 57 
years. old. 

Mr. Pillsbury was not feeling well on Sat- 
urday and decided to remain away from his 
office. In the afternoon, however, he drove 
down-town. In the evening he played cards 
with Mrs. Pillsbury and retired at the usual 
hour. During the night the action of his 
heart caused alarm and physicians were 
summoned. They found the patient in a 
critical condition, his pulse being high, and 
although every possible means was em- 
ployed to reduce his temperature the effort 
was for a long time unsuccessful. Mr. Pills- 
bury remained rational, however, and con- 
versed with his wife and others. At So'elock 
this afternoon he suddenly raised his hand 
to his neck, tore open his shirt as if to secure 
alr, gasped, and expired. 

At no time during his illness had he ex- 
pressed the belief that his death was at hand. 

Mr. Pilisbury was born at Warner, Merri- 
mac County, N. H., Oct. 3, 1842. At the age 
of 21 he graduated at Dartmouth College, 
having diversified his collegiate studies with 
teaching as a means of self-support. He 
soon went to Montreal, where for six years 


he was engaged in mercantile pursuits, most

‘LAST THREE OF THE MASON PARTY 


“ BACK FROM WIND CITY. 


Thomas Greig Jr., William 0. Gooch, 


and the Doctor, Twice Reported 
Dead, Welcomed to Chicago by Rein- 
tives and Friends—gufferings trom 
the Scurvy Told by the Physician— 
Pathetic Passing Away of Twe 
Brothers—Relief Comes at Last. 


Dr. John B. Mason and Thomas Greis Jr. 


of Chicago and William C. Gooch of Evans- 


ton returned yesterday mo from the 


| scurvy-infected camp of Wind City, North- 
| west Territory. They are the last of the 


Chicago members of the Northwest Mining, 
Trading and Development company’s party 
of twelve to return. The party left here 
nearly two years ago on a mining expedition 
by way of the Edmonton or “ backdoor ” 
route, with the headwaters of the Stewart 
River, a tributary of the Yukon, as their 
ultimate destination. Two merhbers of the 
party, Thomas G. Orchard, son of John G. 
Orchard of Evanston, and John P. Baudet, 
the cook of the party, lost fheir lives by 
drowning, but the others have returned to 
civilization. None brought gold. The three 
who came back yesterday were twice re- 
ported dead. 

Dr. Frank G. Mason, o West Congress 
street, was early on hand at the Unton Depot 
to meet his brother. Thomas Greig Sr. of 
the Board of Trade and Alderman George 
E. Gooch of Evanston were there to welcome 
their sons. A number of friends were pres- 
ent, too. Joseph Ruff Jr., one of the party, 
who lately returned by the way of Dawson 
City, was among these. 

Dr. Mason, who was the historian as well 
as the physician of the party, brings back 
many interesting and tragic stories. 

Tells of the Scurvy. 

“Geurvy as a subject of scientific and 
medical research I took up immediately 
upon my recovery at Wind City.“ said the 
doctor. I took advantage of every means 
within my limited reach to find out in par- 
ticular how numerous cases started. I have 
come to the conclusion that scurvy is brought 
on in nearly every case I have come in con- 
tact with from excessive hard work and 
poor food. A camp of fifty men on the Peel 
River who went into winter quarters rather 


than fight their way up the river, hauling. 


their boats over portages and making pack 
animals of themselves, got through the win- 
ter without a touch of the disease, while 
another party that pushed an, as we did, 
were more or less down with scurvy. Ex- 
ercise is necessary to keep scurvy down, 
but overwork and bad food will bring it on 
quickly. I had a lot of lime juice in the med- 
icine chest of our stores, and gave it freely 
to members of the party and others. 
Whether it deteriorated with age, I cannot 
gay, but it had little or no effect. I then 
prescribed iron and arsenic, which brought 
about beneficial results.“ 


A sample of the diary kept by Dr. Mason, 
with 


interesting. Upon his convalescence 
scurvy is the following: 


„May 19, 1899—I quit writing this diary on 
Feb. 19, as at that time I was feeling too 
weak to keep uptherecord. From that time 


I grew worse until my sickness

painful form, and turned out to be a pro- 
longed Ulness. It was in fact the worst case 


of scurvy that had broken out in Wind City. 


IT had been taken a quantity of lime juice 
every day, and had no thought that the 
disease would get me in its clutches. During 
the first few weeks of my illness we had no 
fresh meat, and the diet was anything but 


a tempting one for the patient. The pork, 
nasty stuff, shadow soup, beans, 


and pan- 
cakes were the principals of diet available.

rabbit broth, without which I do not know 
what I would have done.

kindly snared me a rabbit when needed.

Peter Schultz and 
McGinn got their wood and did what they 


could, but their case was almost a hope- 


less one from the start. Fresh meat, gotten 


to the camp after a great deal of trouble, 


came too late. When given to the two 
sick men it produced dysentery and had 
to be discontinued. 

‘Greig took their temperature and pulse 


and I sent them medicine from time to 


time. Both men continued to grow worse 
and Peter Schultz gave up his entire time 
to nursing them. The groans of these men 
in their dying agony was most pitiful. 

“On April 3 Arthur Buhrmann died. 
Those in camp who were able wrapped 
him in his blanket, made a rough coffin, in 
which the remains were placed, and buried 
him in a prospect hole behind our shack. 
Captain Emile Buhrmann was also buried 
beside his brother a few days later. The 
funeral] of Arthur was the first time that 
I had been to the door of my shack since 
I had been sick, and I only remained out- 
side long enough to witness the burial. 

April 22—Amputated the right foot at the 
instep of Ed Harris of Hamilton, Ont. Greig 
administered chloroform. Harris had got- 
ten his feet wet wading a stream, and the 
weather turning suddenly colder, his moc- 
casins had frozen to his legs until it was 
necessary to chop them off with a hatchet. 
The foot was frozen, and was decomposing. 
Greig brought the man eighteen miles on a 
sled for the operation. George Mitchell of 
Toronto injured his knee three times in suc- 
cession, the last time so badly ag to render 
the leg almost useless. I put the knee ina 
plaster cast.” | 

Indians Come with Food. 

Speaking of his experiences, Dr. Mason, 
continuing, said: | 

“April 6 is a date imbedded in our mem- 
ories. On that morning eighteen Indians 
and as many dog teams reached Wind City 
with forty-two quarters of fresh meat, 
which we bought up without question at $1 
apiece. On this meat we got our strength 
back and made-our way back to Fort Mc- 
Pherson. We disinterred the remains of 
Thomas G. Orchard of Evanston, where they 
had been buried after the accidental drown- 
ing of Sept. 8, 1898, at a point on the Peel 


| River, and took them to Fort McPherson, 


where they were given a ristian burial.

“ Greig, Gooch, and myself severed our 
connection with the trading company on 
Dec. 16, 1898. and branched out on our own 
account. It was not until Feb. 1 that we 
started out on the same trail to Dawson 
City that Joe Ruff, John Orchard, and 
other members of the original party took 
a month previous. We only got ten miles 


when I was taken sick and we were com- 


pelled to return to Wind City. 
On Jan. 11 Wind City was severely 


shaken by an earthquake and its sixty odd 


inhabitants startled. 
On the journey north Joe Ruff, John Or- 
chard, and myself made the trip of 1,000 


miles down the Mackenzie River in an 
eighteep-foot canoe. We had remained be- 
hind to get late mail that had been forward- 
ed to Fort Smith and never caught up with 
the rest of the party until we reached Fort 
McPherson. At the Hay River Episcopal 
Mission on the border of Great Slave Lake 
we were entertained by the Rey. Thomas 
Marsh, whose hospitality to miners and pros-

CENSURE WORK ON COLISEUM. 


The Chicago. Federation of Labor at its 
yesterday indorsed resolutions of- 


meeting 
‘fered by the Bridge and Structural Iron 


Workers, and adopted by the latter organi- 
zation Sept. 12, dealing with the Coliseum 
disaster, and calling upon the city authori- 
ties to thoroughly investigate it and punish 
those responsible. The resolutions declared 
that the accident could have been prevented, 
and said the present loose methods of in- 
spection had much to do with this and two 
previous accidents of the same kind. It was 
also declared that none but practical iron 
workers should be appointed to inspect 


work of this character. President Daly was | 


instructed to appoint a committee to co- 
operate with a committee of the iron workers 
in an effort to secure the passage of an ordi- 
mance covering the question of inspection. 
A memorial to the Judges of the Circuit 
and Superior Court was adopted requesting 


that the representatives of labor organiza-. 


tlons be served with notice before applica- 
tions for injunctions against them are 
passed upon by the courts. 

A resolution was presented and referred 
to the Legislative committee demanding 
the repeal of the clause in the employers’. 
Mability act, which restricts damages for 
the loss of life to $5,000. 

Henry White, General Secretary of the 
United Garment Workers’ union of Ameri- 
ca, addressed the federation with reference 
to the criticisms against the officers of that 
organization in connection with the alleged 
improper use of the label. He admitted the 
criticisms were justified to an extent, 
declared the confidence of the officers 
been abused by the representative of th 
organization here, and that when the fa 
were understood steps had been taken 
remedy the abuse.

DOUBT. FOR BLINDNESS. 


Chicago Physicians Say the Announce- 
ment of Russian Scientist Paul 


Canzict Be Belioved. 


Chicage doctors seem to be unfavorably 
impressed with the new method that is 
claimed to cure blindness, invented by the 
Russian ‘scientist» Paul Stiens. They say 
that while perhaps the invention might take 
the place of the lens of the eye, that it will 
have no effect in most cases. 

In speaking of the method yesterday Dr. 
Allen T. Haight said: This alleged cure 
for blindtiess seems to me all talk. It pos- 


sibly may take the place of the lens of the 


eye, but it will have no further merit. It 
is impossible to restore a diseased opti 
nerve, and blindness is generally the effect 


of a diseased nerve.“ 


“ The inventor will know better when he 
grows older,” said Dr. D. R. Brower. ‘‘ He 
has all the presumptuousness of youth. The 
invention may take the place of the lens of 
the eye, but the lens can be replaced now. 
Unless he can replace a destroyed optic 
nerve, which I regard as impossible, the in- 
vention 15 not practical.“

NAME DEFENDS HIS Postion.

Cases Where He Has Produced 
Death with Chiereform to End the 
Suffering of Patients Whose Mala- 
dies Were Supposed to Be Incurable 

Sars Man’s Right to Die Is Above 
and Beyond the Law~Believes: Sul- 
etde Is 


New York, Sept. 17.—[Special. Dr. Nehe- 
miah Nickerson of Meriden, Conn., one of 
the best-known physicians of New Eng- 
land, who a few days ago declared that he 
had produced death by chloroform in the 
| cases * incurable patients, in defending his 
action says: 

My position has not been changed by 
the pa rsa: of the clergy and some broth- 
er physicians. I still think, and always 
shall, that if a patient,is suffering from 
an incurable disease and he wants relief 
from his misery a physician is doing 
5 deed of mercy if he helps him to end his 

e, 

“I have equally strong convictions on 
another proposition which has brought upon 
me a storm of disapproval. 

“That is, that if a man has no obliga- 
tions to hold him to this world he has a 
right to leave it when he wishes. I claim 
that a man has a right to commit suicide 
without being called a fool or insane. 

“A physician should never yield to a 
pa atient’s pleading for death unless he 

nows that the disease is incurable. My 
critics raise the question of the fallibility 


cases in which the physician cannot make 
a mistake, For instance, he cannot be de- 
ceived by the intolerable agonies of the 
final stage of external cancer. 

„He knows the hopeless, last stages of 
phthisis. He knows when the death throes 
of heart disease are approaching. In other 
cases, when there is the slightest doubt, 
he should call in a consulting physician. 


Tells of Ending Lives. 

“TI have relieved the suffering of a good 
many patients in the course of my thirty- 
five years’ practice. A patient who was near 
the end with consumption sent for me. She 
begged that I would not let her suffer the 
last terrible pangs of the disease. Her hus- 
band the same favor as piteously as 
she. I saw that she could not live more 
than a day or two. I administered chloro- 
form. I kept her under the influence of it 
from 10 o'clock at night until the end. She 
died at 4 the next morning—died peacefully 
and without pain, and her husband thanked 
me when it was over. 

“TI had a friend, a woman whom I had 

known all my life. Latterly she was afflict- 
ed with heart disease. She asked me to 
promise that when her final illness came I 
would not allow her to suffer as she had seen 
others suffer from heart disease at the last. 
I promised. 
When the end came I attended her and 
I kept my word. She sent for me at 
o'clock one morning. I administered chloro- 
form continuously. When evening came she 
passed quietly and painlessly away. 

“When I was a surgeon in the federal 
army I was assistant officer in charge of a 
union hospital in the South. One of our boys 
was brought in one day, literally almost 
shot to pieces. His stomach was shot away. 
There was not the slightest hope that he 
would recover. He begged that I would 
put him out of his misery.’ I gave him 
chloroform. It was a humane act. 

“TI have always used chloroform in such 
cases. It dulls sensitive nerves and the 
spinal chord arrests the heart action 
in systole. Its action is gentle. 


Cares Not for the Law. 
„ Buch cases are beyond and above the law. 
They are not contemplated by it. They are 
to be settled at the bar of the physician's 
own judgment. 

“As for the moral or religious aspect of the 
case, it is still a matter to be settled by the 
individual. There are circumstances under 
which killing is admissible. The United 
States takes that stand in her war policy. 
She is killing Filipines daily in what she 


calls a humane war. She executes criminals. 
Her laws excuse murder done in nelf- 
defense. 


Hence I contend that killing, if you munt 
call it so, to end a patient’s inevitable suf- 
fering and hasten his certain death, is justi- 


He may do with it what he wills, as long as 
he does not interfere with the rights of 
others. If he has no obligations—as, for in- 
stance, the support of a dependent family— 
I see no reason why he may not end his life 
if he wishes.

COLD DOES NOT KILL MICROBES. 


Experiments in New York Show That 
Disease Germs Survive Tempera- 
ture of 312 Below Zero. 


New York, Sept. 17.—[{Special,]—Carefully 
conducted experiments, made in the labora- 
tories of, the New York Department of 
Health, have proved that no obtainable de- 
gree of cold will kill microbes. — 

It is only lately that it has been possible 
to conduct such exhaustive and convincing 
experiments as the ones that have just been 
made by Dr. A. Campbell White and Dr. 
Parks, for it is only during the last few 
months that it has been possible to secure 
such an extreme of cold as 312° below zero. 
Dr. White makes this statement: : 

„In order to test whether extreme cold 


have been conducting experiments, which 
, I think, conclusive. As a result, I con- 
sider no degree of cold that can be reached 
power to kill germs. I have kept the 
germs of typhoid fever and diphtheria at a 
temperature of 312° below zero for hours to- 
gether. After they thawed they were as 
dangerous as ever. The cold to which these 
microbes were subjected was 344° degrees 
below the point at which water freezes. This 
extreme cold was obtained by the use of 
liquid aid, in which the germs were placed. 


have proved is that oxygen has no killing 
effect upon microbes. Liquid air, as it 
evaporates, is almost pure oxygen. The con- 
clusion to be drawn from these experiments 
is that cold has no deterrent effects upon 
germ diseases. We are as much in danger 
of infection brought to these shores in win- 
ter as in summer. In addition, it shows that 
extreme care should be taken to ascertain 
the origin of the ice used in the household. 
As soon as it melts any dangerous germs it 
contains are set free and are ready for evil.“ 

Liquid air, the new wonder, was the 
substance which made the experiments pos- 
sible. There is only one known thing which 
is colder, and that is liquid hydrogen, which 
is said.to have a temperature—or, rather, a 
lack of temperature—of 440° below zero. 
is preparing to manufacture some liqui 
— . — and will then submit disease hauig | 
to that temperature. He says that he feels 
sure it will not kill the microbes.

The American Review of Reviews tor 
September prints the plan devised by Mr. 


George L. Douglass, a Chicago lawyer, for 
the elimination of “trusts” from the next 
Presidential campaign. Mr. Douglass’ 
major premiss is that the general govern- 
ment does not possess now, in the opinion 
of a majority of the Judges of the Supreme 
Court, the power to suppress trusts and 
combinations formed to monopolize trade 


in more than one State. The court held, in 


the case of the American Sugar company, 
that while the power to suppress a monop- 
oly of interstate commerce exists, the pow- 
er to suppress a monopoly of manufactures, 
where interstate commerce is only inci- 
dental, does not exist. N 


Mr. Douglass’ minor premiss is that the 


“trust” problem never can bb dealt with 
effectively unless the general government 
is intrusted with the power now divided be- 


‘tween the Legislatures of forty-five States. 


That that number of States ever could be 
induced to u in a common, effective 
plan of operation against “trusts” is out 
of the question. There would always be 
an off ox. It was impossible to get all the 
thirteen original States to concur in giving 
the general government the revenue it need- 
ed. A State campaign against “trusts” 
would be balked Wy the, failure of New 
Jersey or Delaware to fall into line. If 
they yielded to the wishes of sister States 
and changed their lax incorporation laws, 
Nevada, which welcomed the prize-fight- 
ers for the sake of revenue, would, for a 
similar reason, invite the organizers of 
“trusts” and combines to come to it for 

Mr. Douglass’ conclusion is that— 

The rational and practical thing for Congress 
would seem to be, first, to accept the obvious con- 
clusions of the Supreme Court as to the existing 
lack of power in the federal government to deal 
effectively with the trust question; second, to 
submit to the States for ratification an amend- 
ment to the constitution conferring upon Con- 


gress the necessary power to deal with it. By 
“necessary power I mean the power which 


Justice Harlan believed the 


government already 
had, but which the majority of the Justices de- 
cided that it did not have. 

One great merit of Mr. Douglass’ propo- 
‘sition is that it furnishes the means of test- 
ing at once the sincerity of the professions 
of the leaders of the two partiés of dead- 
ly hostility to trusts. If honest in those 
professions they will not find it difficult to 
agree, when Congress meets, on the terms 
of an amendment granting Congress that 
power over industrial monopolies which it 
does not possess now, and to secure at once 
for that amendment the two-thirds vote 
necessary to its submission to the States. 
Then the “ trust question will be eliminat- 
ed from the Presidential campaign, for the 
voters will see that both parties think alike 
concerning that question and that one is as 
much to be trusted as the other. 

The Bryan Democrats in Congress may 


refuse to support the suggested amendment. 


Mr. Bryan says it will be time enough to 
amend the constitution when the Supreme 
Court has decided that his plan for the na- 


tional regulation of “trusts” and com- | 
bines is unconstitutional. But ifthe Demo- 


cratic leaders take that ground they will 
convict themselves of insincerity. For it a 
constitutional amendment is submitted in 
1900, more than three-fourths of the 
State Legislatures meet early in 
1901 and the amendment can be 
ratified at once, But even if the 
next Congress were to enact a law em- 


dodying Bryan’s plan, which is not likely. 


to happen, much time would elapse before 

a case under it could reach the Supreme 
Court and a decision be had as to the valid- 
ity of the law. 

It looks as if Mr. Bryan did not care to 
eliminate the “trust” question from the 
next campaign.

Mr. White says that the 
more he studies this question the more does 
his indignation intensify, and he finds it 
impossible to “dilute his language with 
modifying sentences.“ But his indignation 
is not so intense as to force him to tell in 
plain Saxon speech what he would do were 
he President. He denounces in undiluted 


language what he calls the McKinley pur- 


pose of the merciless conquest of an inno- 
cent people,“ but he does not say what or- 
ders, in his opinion, the President should 
give to General Otis, though he must have 
some ideas on the subject. Mr. White re- 
frains from saying that General Otis should 
be ordered to ship his soldiers home as rap- 
idly as possible and abandon Manila, its 
white and yellow inhabitants, and the fifty- 
odd tribes which are not Tagals to the mer- 
cies of that tribe and its chief, Aguinaldo. 
Nor does Mr. White say that General Otis 
should concentrate his forces in Manila and 
let Aguifialdo’s brigands surround the city 
and take pot shots at the sentries, who 
are to be ordered not to answer back. Mr. 
White’s perfervid indignation is not so in- 
tense as to blind him to the fact that a blunt 
demand by him for the recognition of Aguin- 
aldo and the withdrawal now of the Ameri- 
can forces from the Philippines would not 
help his candidacy. So he denounces im- 
perialism and McKinley without modify- 
ing sentences,“ but he does not say what 
orders he would give General Otis today 
were he President.

THE POPULATION IW 1900, 

Guesses as to the results of the coming 
census are being made in various quarters. 
The total population of the United States in 
1890 was 62,622,250. What will it be at 
the opening of the new century? The Bos- 
ton Globe has put itself on record with the 
prediction that the population shown by the 
next census will not exceed 74,480,860. It 
does not reveal the process by which it 
arrives at this extremely modest result, but 
it recalls the interesting and remarkable 
predictions of population made in the early 
years of the present century by the noted 
agriculturist and amateur mathematician, 
Elkanah Watson. By a4 careful use of the 
science of general averages Mr. Watson 
computed the population of the country for 
successive decades nearly a century ahead 
with an accuracy that seems almost un- 
canny. He came within 1 per cent of what 
the actual count proved to be for the five 
su ng censuses. When it is remem- 
bered that Watson's figures in the follow- 
ing table were published some time before 
1820 they are astonishing:

Only after the civil war did Watson's 
predictions cease to come close to the mark. 
By 1890 they had exceeded the census fig- 
ures by nearly 14,000,000. His prediction 
for 1900 was 100,235,085, which is between 
20 and 25 per cent more than the census

count will probably show, It is more than

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likely, however, that if the war had not in- 


tervened and checked the operation of the 
natural law of increase for several years 
‘Watson's figures would not be far from the 
truth. The killing of several hundred thou- 
sand men, the partial suspension of family 
life during four years, and the practical 
ceasing of immigration all conspired to de- 
crease the annual percentage of growth 


from about 8% per cent to 2% per cent, and 


the old rate of increase has never been en- 
tirely regained, There is no reason to be- 
lieve that the uniform rate of the early 
decades, so accurately discovered by Elka- 
nah Watson, would have been altered in the 
later decades without some great and ab- 
normal cause of this sort. 

The Boston Globe founds its pessimistic 
figures partly on the fact that the immigra- 
tion has been less in this decade than in the 
last. During the ten years ending June 
30, 1890, the immigration was 5,246,613. 
The ten years’ immigration up to the end of 
next June will probably not be more than 
three-fourths of this total. Nevertheless, 
the Globe’s pop on figures are probably 
too low. Some months ago an estimate 
based chiefly on the guesses of the Gov- 
ernors of the different States placed the 
total at 77,808,231. The frequent estimates 
of 80,000,000 b on these figures are un- 
doubtedly too high, but the official statisti- 
clan at Washington estimated the popula- 


tion of the country on Ang. 1, 1899, at 76,- 
285,000, and his te for 1900 is 77,- 
675,000. |

dental benefits. It may act asa regulator of 
the charges of the transcontinental roads. 
Their rates are so low now, however, that 
the Panama road, once the most valuable 
railroad property in the world, has become 
unprofitable. So railroad competition may 
make the canal a poor investment from a 
monetary point of view. It may do for the 
Nicaragua Canal what it has done for the 
Erie Canal and the Mississippi River. The 
‘only artificial waterways which can com- 
mand sufficient business to be self-supporting 
are the Suez Canal and the one at the Sault. 
Therefore if the American people insist on 
having a Nicaragua Canal they must under- 
stand that it will cost them yearly a sum 
equal to 3 per cent on the money spent for 
construction, none of which they ever get 
back. If the canal costs 150 millions there 
will be an annual outlay of $4,500,000. If the 
tolls do not pay operating expenses and cost 
of maintenance there will be a further charge. 
If the construction and maintenance of forti- 
fications to protect the canal against possible 
enemies is insisted on, then the yearly outlay 
will be much larger. The exclusive owner- 
ship of a plaything like an isthmian canal 
cannot be enjoyed without paying a high 
price for it. But if the government, yielding 
to popular clamor, furnishes the money to 
build a Nicaragua Canal, it should not take 
‘a second mortgage, as in the case of the 
Pacific roads. It should do the work through 
its own agents and thus give no opportunity 
for the organization of another Credit Mo- 
‘bilier, 1] 
THE STRATEGY OF FAIRNESS, 
The chairman of the Street Railway 
committee of the ‘Milwaukee City Coun- 
cil has prepared, apparently under the 
direction of the committee, a proposed 
85-year street car franchise on the basis 
of 4-cent fares. The City Council or 
Marshall, Mich., on Monday received the 
company’s acceptance of a 30-year franchise 
on the basis of 3-cent fares. The Chicago 
General railway, operating under a twenty- 
year franchise, has just established—for 
how long no one knows—4-cent fares on

its main line and 2-cent fares on its 


branches, but the balance of the traffic 
in Chicago continues on a uniform 5-cent 

Events of another sort are equally notice- 
able. The IIlinois Central railroad is ex- 
perimenting with an automobile car, to 
take the place of hand cars. New railways 
have been seriously discussed to run be- 
tween Liverpool and Manchester and be- 
tween St, Louis and Ohicago at a rate 
of 100 miles per hour. An Ohioan is mak- 


| ing claims for a single rail electric sys- 


tem which shall outstrip that speed. Last 
week an international automobile con- 
ference, with 120 European exhibiters, was 
held in Berlin, and the inauguration of 
the new century as 4 horseless era was 
foretold. 

These two sets of events emphasize the 
two salient facts of the present rapid 
transit situation in general—namely: fixity 
of fares for more or less extended periods 
and revolutionary changes in processes of 


transportation. The contradiction be- 
tween these two facts inevitably discloses 
itself. As time and invention progress, the 


fares which once corresponded to service 
cease to do so. The difficulty is not clearly 
brought out, however, until it is found that 
there is no practicable and easy means of 
bringing the one down or the other up. 
Then the public vents its exasperation in 
anathemas against corporations — and 
too often goes on missing the real les- 
son. Indeed, in the midst of its denuncia- 
tions the mistake in point may be repeat- 
ed in exaggerated form—as when a 30- 
year telephone franchise was granted in 
this city last spring, to cure the subjec- 
tion incident to a ten-year remnant. 
Apology for lack of public foresight would 
be more fitting than denunciation of 
private companies under such circum- 
stances. |

BRYAWS “TRUST” PANACEA. . 

The remedies suggested by Mr. Bryan 
for trust abuses are empirical. They would 
lead to unending conflicts because of the 
concurrent jurisdiction it is proposed shall 
be exercised by national and State govern- 
ments. Mr. Bryan’s first proposition is that 
every State shall regulate within its own 
territory every private corporation created 
by it, The State has the unquestioned 
power to do that now, It can impose on 
corporations it may create any conditions 
it pleases, 

The second proposition is that a State 
shall decide whether it wants any outside 
corporation to do business in that State, 
and if so upon what conditions. If by to 
do business” in a State Mr. Bryan means 
‘owning a plant or other property there, or 
having an office or store there for the pur- 
pose of selling its goods, then it is in the 
power of a State now to forbid a foreign 
corporation “to do business” within its 
confines or to prescribe the conditions on 
which it shall do business. But the State 
has not the power to hinder the purchase 
outside the State by one of its citizens of 
the goods of a foreign corporation and the 
shipment of those goods to him. | 

Mr. Bryan’s third proposition is that 
“ Congress shall exercise the right to place 
upon every corporation doing business out- 
side of the State in which it is organized 
‘such limitations and restrictions, even to 
the point of prohibition, as may to Con- 
gress seem necessary for the protection of 
the public good.” What does Mr. Bryan 
mean by “ doing business”? Take the case 
of a New Jersey corporation owning an iron 
mill in Illinois. That corporation is doing 
business in this State. Are both Illinois 
and the national government to have power 
to permit or forbid that? Suppose Illinois 
were to impose certain conditions upon that 
corporation and Congress were to impose 


other and contradictory conditions, Then 


there would be a clashing of “ concurrent 
jurisdi¢tions.” One must ride in front 
where two are on the same horse. The 
terms on which all foreign corporations 
should do buginess in Illinois would be dic- 
tated Congress. If Congress gave the 
right to do business in IIlinois, how could 
Illinois deprive a foreign corporation of that 
right? | 

Perhaps Mr. Bryan proposes to have Con- 
gress prevent the shipment by a foreign 
corporation—which is a “trust”’—of its 
goods to points outside the State which in- 
corporated it. to persons who have bought 
those goods. He may wish Congress to 
prohibit interstate commerce in rubbers 
between New York and New Jersey. But 
the latter State may object to such a pro- 
hibition. Are its citizens to be denied the 
privilege of buying “trust” goods if they 
wish to buy them and the State Legislature 
does not object to their introduction into 
the State? Then the State can no longer be 
said to have the power to prescribe the 
conditions upon which the foreign corpora- 
tion shall do business within its borders. 

Mr. Bryan says that if Congress has not 
the power to play the part he wishes it to 
play it should be given that power by a con- 
stitutional amendment. He cannot believe 
Congress now has the power to dictate the 
terms on which a New Jersey or Ohio corpo- 
ration shall “do business in Illinois. Nor 
can he really believe the amendment mak- 
ing it possible to carry out his plan would 
be ratified by three-fourths of the States. 
There is still enough jealousy in the Demo- 
cratic party of the powers of the national 
government and enough affection for 
State rights to make ratification or even 
submission impossible. The labor unions, 
fearing the amendment would sweep them 
in, would be the first to combat it.

THE MARQUIS OF BUTE’S sPooxs. 

Ballechin House is an old country resi- 
dence in Perthshire that has long been 
said to be haunted, The Mr. Steuart who 
lived in the house up to 1895 refused to 
hobnob with the ghosts. One day he heard 
some mysterious rappings, but turned a 
deaf ear to them and went to London, where 
he was forthwith run over and killed by a 
cab in the street. The Marquis of Bute 
perceived at once that the spirits in Balle 
chin House had been trying to warn the 
poor man in spite of his base unbelief, “ so 
that his death,” says the Marquis, “was 
really owing to the crnel superstition which 
had prevented him allowing them to be 
communicated with,” | 
It is evident from this that the Marquis of 
Bute is himself free from such “ supersti- 
tion.” In other words, he believes in 
ghosts. So deeply interested did he be- 
come in Ballechin House that he offered to 
lease it if a certain member of the Society 
for Psychical Research would live in it and 
undertake a scientific investigation. This 
distinguished member gave place to another 
member, a Miss Freer, noted for her “ sen- 
sitiveness” and her ability to “get phe- 
nomena.” She went to Ballechin House, 
and she got phenomena to such a start- 
ling extent that she and the Marquis have 
now published a book about it. She “got ” 
phenomena on the night of her arrival, 
and got them again a'few days later, and 
went on getting them. i 

The phenomena were of every possible 
sort. She saw things, felt thin and 
heard things of a supernatural kind. Ap- 
paritions were seen, beds were lifted, bed- 
clothes were pulled by unseen hands; thuds 
and crashes, voices, footsteps, and explo- 
sions were heard. Miss Freer is the chief 
witness for all these things, though some of 
the servants and a clergyman who believes 
in spirits were allowed to participate in the 
wonderful show. Unfortunately, when the 
Marquis of Bute came and staid in the 
house he saw and heard nothing, and when 
the psychica) expert first chosen arrived he 
not only perceived nothing but pooh-poohed 
Miss Freer’s pet phantasm, a disémbodied 
nun whom she called Ishbel.” This was: 
cruel. He might as well have questioned 
her abundant communications through 
“ Ouijah,” her planchette, or the visions she 
saw in a crystal to an accompaniment of 
cold shivers. 

As far as one can gather from a review 
of the book in the, London Literary World, 
the Marquis of Bute was enough of a be- 
liever to propitiate or exdrcise the ghosts, 
but not enough of one to see or hear them.

STREET CAR OUTRAGES. 

Alderman Goldzier says the Council 
Judiciary committee is preparing to intro- 
duce measures for the reform of the street 
car service. There is abundant room for 
betterment. The present service is out- 
rageous. It needs reforming not only in 
small details but in fundamental principles. 
The street car service of Chicago stands 
far behind that of other cities both in ac- 
commodation of passengers and in adoption 
of modern improvements. 
Mr. Goldzier is correct in saying that the 


relieved if the companies are compelled to 
run their cars for the accommodation of the 
people instead of solely for the purpose of 
earning the largest dividends at the expense 
of the public. But there are also othe im- 
portant points which the Council should not 
overlook. Steps should be taken to deter- 
mine definitely whether the underground 
trolley system ia not better for the more 
central portions of the city, leaving the out- 
lying lines to. be run by the overhead sys- 
tem. If not the underground trolley, why 
not the storage battery? This is used suc- 
cessfully in Berlin and other cities of Ger- 
many, as the underground trolley is in 
Washington and New York. If it adds 
slightly to the cost of operation it makes 
this up in better service. Storage battery 
cars would meet with no opposition on the 
down-town streets where the overhead 
trolley is still deservedly excluded. 
The running of trains of cars through the 
business district ought to be absolutely pro- 
hibited. The object of bunching three or 
four cars behind every motor is pretty well 
understood. It saves wages for the com- 
pany by enabling one motorman to do the 
work of two or three. The advantage from 
the company’s point of view is evident, but 
the disadvantages to the public are still 
more apparent. When the cars are grouped 
in trains the service is clumsy, rough, and 
crude. There is more bumping and jostling. 
The service is less frequent and passengers 
have to wait longer on the street corners. 
There is more wholesale stopping and 
starting, and the total service is 
slower. The greater momentum of the 
train produces a greater liability to accident 
than is the case with single cars. One ex- 
pert has estimated that the accidents cost 
the companies more in damages than sep- 
arate cars would cost. The passing of a 
train causes more delay of traffic on the 
cross street. There is also more loss of 
power in the frequent stopping and start- 
Ing. The companies ought to break up the 
trains and run them as individual cars. 
The Council should also take immediate 
steps to secure one north and south street 
free from tracks, as has already been done 
with one east and west street. Michigan 
avenue ought to have the same freedom 
throughout its length as Jackson boulevard 
has. The tracks now used by the South 
Side company and the dead tracks of the 
West Side company on that thoroughfare 
should be removed. The Council should 
give these companies to understand that 
they will be granted no further favors until 
they get off Michigan avenue. That should 
be an absolute condition of any extension 
of franchise or any concessions of privileges 
however slight they may be.

The first group is that of the revolutionary 
period, and includes only four men—Ben- 
jamin Franklin, Samuel Adams, Patrick 
Henry, and George Washington. The vol- 
ume on Franklin is written by Mr. Morse 
himself; that on Adams by James K. Hos- 
mer of Minneapolis; that on Patrick Henry 
by Professor Moses Coit Tyler, and the twe 
volumes on Washington are the work of 
Senator Henry Cabot Lodge. The four biog- 
raphies together constitute a fairly com- 
plete history of the revolution, with Frank- 
lin as the first great American, Samuel 
Adams as the epitome of the spirit of Mas- 
sachusetts, Patrick Henry as the brightest 
flower of the fiery-patriotism of Virginia, 
and Washington as the great personality 
that held the diverse elements together and 
created a nation out of them. g 

Washington and his officers and soldiers 
deserve all the credit for making inde- 
pendence a reality instead of an assertion,“ 
Says Mr. Morse. They were not strenu- 
ously or generously backed by the mass ot 
the people after the first fervor was over. 
The truth is that that grand event was the 
work of a small body of heroes, who present- 
ed freedom and nationality to the people of 
the thirteen colonies.”” 

It is needless to specify the good points of 
the various volumes in this initial group, 
though it may be remarked that Professor 
Tyler's Patrick Henry is an especially 
fine plece of biography. The series, as a 
whole, is a worthy representative of the 
dignity and solid worth of the historic firm 
that publishes it. The new edition y be 
cordially recommended as a work of taste

Tommy Atkins as He Is. 


“The Queen's Service; or, The Real 
Tommy Atkins.” By Horace Wyndham. 
I. C. Page & Co. 


This volume, which purports to recount the 
experiences of a private soldier in the Brit- 
ish infantry at home and abroad, is dedi- 
cated, by permission, to Rudyard Kipling, 
“the friend of soldiers.“ The book is in no 
sense a description of battlefields, which the 
author says he leaves to the lady military 
novelists, but a simple recital of the every- 
day life of the non-commissioned officer and 
private soldier, 

Everything is told in a matter-of-fact 
style, free from ‘technicalities and without 
any straining after effect. The good and bad 
in a soldier’s life are set down in the plain- 
est words. Whether it is a description of 
the home camp, the voyage by sea to Cape 
Town, guard duty at Gibraltar, or a Spanish 
bull fight, all is set down in plain speech 
with photographic accuracy. On the ques- 
tion whether it-pays for an Englishman to 
enter the army, he concludes that “as a 
general rule a respectable, steady man is 
better off, all round, in the army—especially 
if he is anything of a mechanic and joins 
the engineers’ or army ordnance depart- 
ments (in both of which the pay is really 
good)—than if employed in the civilian ca- 
pacity that would have fallen to him.“ He 
thinks there would be much improvement in 
the service if the foolish and vulgar preju- 
dices against the wearing Of the Queen's 
uniform were removed. At present,“ he 
says, it too often appears that ‘the 
widow's uniform’ is, indeed, regarded as 
the soldier man’s disgrace.’ ”’

worth. It was only natural that the Major 
should fall in love with his beautiful nurse, 
who was a girl of excellent family. After 
the war was over they met in Ireland and

Interest Rates Show an ‘Advance. 
The week ending Saturday saw an ad- 


vance in interest rates and a consequent 
‘erratic movement in speculative securities. 
Interest in New York got up as high as 8 


per cent on short call loans, and this was 


followed by a decline to 2% per cent anda 
subsequent advance to 7 per cent, though 
rates were off to 8 per cent at the end of 


the week. It was reported that banks in 


New York had called loans freely, and this 
naturally had the effect of making the stock 
market irregular. Every upward movement 


in stocks was soon checked by heavy selling, 
and during the entire week there was no 


advance long maintained. As soon as quota- 


tioms would advance on any stock there 
would be a rush to sell, which would send 
quotations off again and cause a loss of the 


advance which had been shown. There were 
no reports from railroads to warrant any 
declines in stock values. All of the indus- 
trial comcerns reported a continuation of 
profitable business, and there seemed no 
reason for the erratic course in stocks except 
the advance in interest rates and the fear 


that money might become even dearer. 


In Chicago there was a strengthening in 
interest rates, butthe money market was not 
so irregular as in the East. Rates in Chi- 
cago ruled from 4 to 6 per cent and the 
banks hold reserves which make it improba- 
ble there will be any great advance in the 
next few weeks. It is believed the stringency

above the requirements. Loans have been 
heavy in New York, while deposits have 


been showing a decrease. At the time of the 


statement, Sept. 9. New York banks had 
outstanding loans more than $100,000,000 in 
excess of the figures shown in the state- 
ment made for the corresponding period in 


1898 and almost double the loans in Septem- 
ber, 1893. At no corresponding period since 


1898 have loans anywhere nearly approached 


the totals shown at the present time. 12 


Fair Showing of Local Banka. 
There was a call for statements from na- 


tional banks showing their condition at the 
close of business on Sept. 7 and a call fora 


showing from State ks of their condition 
at the commencement of business on Sept. 8. 


The call showed total loans on Sept. 7 of 
$217 ,474,204 in both national and State banks, 
as compared with $211,127,024 on June 30, 
or an increase of $6,347,180. The total de- 
posits of national and State banks on the 
last call were $345,077,893, as compared with. 


239,706 on June 30, or a decrease in de- 
posits of $10,151,818. As shown in the figures 


printed in TRI following the call, 


the decrease in deposits was due to extraor- 


dinary causes and not to ordinary business 
conditions. When allowance is made for 
certain deposits included in the totals of 
June 80 the deposits shown in the two calls 
were practically the same. The increase in 
loans was inconsiderable, amounting to only 


8 per cent, so that the condition of banks 


| in Chicago at the present time is practically 


the same as in the beginning of the summer. 


There has been special demand for funds 
for moving stocks, and what demand there 
has been has been met by country banks 
drawing on their deposits with Chicago in- 
stitutions.
